eliminated from the records of the 
congress. 
Mr. Eustis a r g u e d that the 
printed proceedings of the congress 
should not be made the vehicle for 
disseminating literature of this class, 
which he asserted did not represent the 
views of the majority of the delegates. 
A number of other delegates warmly 
opposed him. Those opposed took the 
ground that Mr. Thurber, having been 
Invited to address the congress was 
entitled as a matter of courtesy to

his remarks embodied in the 
printed proceedings.

cussion. which at times became per­ 
sonal. Mr. Eustis withdrew the resolu­ 
tion. 
The congress adopted resolutions fa­ 
voring the admission as states of Ari­ 
zona.

and Stonewall went to Church and 
quietly slept throughout the service. 
Lee w ilted four days to see what the 
Amenty would do b ‘fore he made a 
move from Frederick. About that time 
he learned that McClellan had been 
restored to the command of the Army 
of the Potomac. 
He supposed that a 
soldier like McClellan would order the 
evacuation of Harpers Ferry, because 
the post was cut off from support bt 
the presence of Lee between that point 
and Washington. But General Belleek 
was at the head of the national army 
and ordered the commandant at liar- 
pers Ferry to bold the fort, at the 
same time directing 
McClellan 
to 
march north out of Washington, keep 
close to the Potomac and relieve H ar­ 
pers Ferry. 
This so called “military 
blunder,” the attem pt to hold on at 
Harpers Ferry, decided the campaign 
in Maryland. 
On the 9th of September Lee ordered 
Jackson to turn about at Frederick, 
recross the Potomac and invest H ar­ 
pers 
Ferry, 
on the Virginia 
side. 
Stonewall Jackson marched on the 
10th, but lost some time in maneuver­ 
ing to capture Martinsburg, which the 


i the commanders fought more or less In 
a fog. Jackson and his generals while 
I investing Harpers Ferry knew noth­ 
ing of wtiat I vee was doing meanwhile. 
They knew that he hnd sent McLnws 
up on the Maryland side of the Poto­ 
mac to help capture the Federal post.

Walker’s initiative was followed by 
other generals, and all that Humlay 
afternoon, while McClellan’® troops 
were storming the passes of South 
mountain to cut their way through 
and relieve Harpers Ferry, the duel of 
the cannon sent thundering echoes up 
and down the valley and across the 
Maryland hills. 
Night stopped the rain of iron on the

garrison to escape. The plan of escape 
for the cavalry bad been broached the 
evening of the 13th, before a shot had 
been fired, b f Colonel B F. Davis of 
the Eighth New York. 
The Twelfth 
Illinois, 
under Colonel 
Amo loss, 
joined fortune with the New York 
troopers, aud after dark on the 14th 
the little column crossed into Mary­ 
land and made its way through the 
corps of General Longstreet. which 
was then moving toward the Potomac 
from the interior of Maryland. 
The sound of battle off in the direc 
tlon of South Mountain up to dark of 
the 14th warned Jackson that no time 
was left for parley. 
The enemy was 
coming nearer ansi nearer to the be­ 
leaguered fortress. At daylight on the 
15th he opened with fifty guns. 
'I he 
fire swept the Federal lines front and 
rear. 
A heavy fog obscured the view 
of Walker’s artillerists on Loudon 
heights, but they pounded sw aj at the 
range fixed the day before. The I ed- 
eral gunners fired with spirit on the 
start, but after a time their shots be­ 
came feeble and at 8 o clock a. rn. 
ceased altogether. At that hour Colo­ 
nel Dixon 8. Miles, after consulting his 
officers, waved the white Hag. 
Many of the Confederate gunners on 
the distant heights could not see the 
signal of surrender and continued to 
hurl their missiles into the beleaguered 
camps. 
Even while waving the flag 
Colonel Miles was struck with the 
fragment of a shell and died next day 
from the wound. It is said by General 
Julius White of the garrison that Miles 
intended the white flag as a sign for a 
truce pending negotiations. He hourly 
expected to hear the guns of McClellan 
thundering in the rear of McLnws on 
Maryland heights, for he had dis­ 
patched a courier to the general stat 
ing that he could not hold out longer 
than the night of the loth. 
Jackson’s capture of Harpers Ferry 
added greatly to his renown for energy 
and dash, but the affair turned out a 
deathblow to Lee in Maryland. 
Mc­ 
Clellan pushed on so rapidly that Lee 
had to turn his whole army back to 
the Potomac to fight McClellan with 
Jackson away.

E E ’S campaign in northern Vir­ 
ginia betw een the RapUlan riv­ 
er and W asblngton in August, 
1802, resulted in the complete 
overthrow of the Federal arm y under 
General John Pope. The second battle 
of Bull Run, fought on the old Held of 
1801, the 20th and 30tb of August, pat 
nu end for the tim e to the cry of the 
north, “Onward to Richmond!” It w as 
a brilliant trium ph for Lee. 
He had 
marched from the Jam es river, where 
ho had defended Richmond against 
McClellan at the gates of the Confed­ 
erate capital, to head off another one 
my which threatened to attack Rich­ 
mond on a new plan. This fresh ene- 
my*he had destroyed, McClellan had 
w ithdraw n his arm y from the lower 
Jam es to the defenses of W ashington, 
and suddenly Lee changed his plans. 
Ile decided to invade the north, to 
cross into M aryland and if possible 
w in a new state to the Confederacy. 
There w as nothing to obstruct the 
C onfederate m arch across the upper 
Potom ac liver. W ashington w as the 
danger point in the eyes of the I federal 
authorities, w ith l'ope’s arm y defeated 
and the enemy within a day’s march

Lee turned the beads of his 
columns tow ard M aryland, and on the 
0th of September the whole force 
I evaded the river at unguarded fords be 
i tw een W ashington mid H arpers F er­ 
ry. The southern sohtfevs made the ex­ 
perience a Jubilee, laughing, singing 
and shouting, while the Lands at the 
head of the column played “M aryland, 
My M aryland.”

MIL'S, after consulting his 
officer*, waved the w hite flag. 
Many «»f the Confederate gunners ou 
the distant heights could not see the 
signal of surrender and continued to 
hurl their missiles into the beleaguered 
camps. 
Even while waving the flag 
Colonel Miles w as Struck w ith the 
fragm ent of a shell aud died next day 
from the wound. It is said by General 
Julius W hite of the garrison th at Miles 
Intended the white flag aa a sign for a 
truce pending negotiations. He hourly 
expected to hear the guns of McClellan 
thundering in the rear of McLaws on 
M aryland heights, for Im had dis­ 
patched a courier to the general stat­ 
ing th at he coufil not hold out longer 
than the night of the loth. 
Jackson’s capture of H arpers Kerry 
added greatly to ids renown for energy 
and dash, but the affair turned out a 
deathblow to Lee in Maryland.

Clellan pushed tin so rapidly th a t Lee 
had to turn his whole army back to 
the I*btomac to fight McClellan w ith 
Jackson aw ay.
